Now mark whether this prophecic 
of Salomon be true, I know not how 
many inthis Citie doincreaſe by viu- 
rie; but this propheſie ſcemeth to be 
verified ofmanie ; For it is notcd, that 
the riches and lands of Aldermen and 
Merchants,and other 11 London, do nor 
laſt ſo long , nor indure ſo well, as the 
riches and lands of others in the coun- 
trey, & that their childre do not proue 
ſo wel as others,nor come to that place 
in the Common weale, which for their 
welth their parents looked that they 
ſhould cometo, I can gwueno reaſon 
for it, but the reaſon of Salomon, He:

Commandements againſt1t. 

Now,to take vſury,is as it were toof- 
fer injurie:bur to giue vſurys as it were 
to ſuffer 1 mury , that, chough I _ 
nottalkee morechan I borrowell} yet 
may giue more than I borrowed.

a man may {\iveare in ſome caſe, ſo in 
ſomecaſe a man may borrow vpon v- 
ſurie, that 1s,in caſe of necellitie, when a 
man mult needs borrow , and can bor- 
row of none but of viurers.
